In these columns several weeks ago there appeared 
a paragraph by a well known member of El Don’s staff 
which intended to point out certain defects in the conduct 
of Santa Ana junior college football players. 

*Twould seem that this small excerpt from a well read 
column could do no great harm, but it has. It has outgrown 
all proportions. 
The service club with which the writer had cast his 
lot, namely the Bachelors, has seen fit to withdraw the in- 
vitation of the club, for the one and only reason that he 
spoke the truth. This outrage has been offset, however, 
by the fact that two other service clubs have since urged 
him to become a member of their respective organizations. 

This, coupled with discussion concerning the flagrant 
breaking of training rules by a great part of the team, in- 
‘dicates that student opinion is aware of the condition and 
ig taking its stand with the El Don staff member, vindicat- 
ing his integrity. 

It is time that all club members and all college stu- 
dents should take an interest and see that certain football 
players abide by rules laid down by the coaching staff. 
Merely to blackball a reporter-pledge because he did his 
duty is not the solution of the problem. 

It is not for a club to uphold the laxness of certain in- 
dividuals who are obviously doing both the team and them- 
selves harm by failing to follow the directions of their 
coach. The service club has done itself a great injustice by 
‘indirectly sanctioning such action. 

.. Democracy is built on a foundation of free speech. 
The comment made by the columnist was in the line of 
duty, and the charge has not been denied. Rather it has 
been admitted when the only reason given for ousting the 
reporter from membership was because of the sting of 
that which he had written. 

El Don is not interested in dealing in petty politics 
or individual personalities. It only seeks to uphold those

A. & P., heartily disgusted with 
Union labor’s pointless claptrap, 
cracked down on the warlike work- 
ers in a single devastating stroke— 
throwing over a $20,000,000 an- 
nual gross revenue and giving over 
2000 employees their “time”’. 

Cleveland city dads grew sud- 
denly frantic, after days of super- 
jor aloofness.
